We would like to call attention to the offering of seed in this listing. We use the Chang formula as 
the medium on which to plant our seed, with excellent results. This we modify in one respect. The formula 
is as follows: 


1!/. teaspoons Fish Emulsion 5!/ level teaspoons Sugar 
9 level teaspoons agar 1 level teaspoon Peptone (Difco Co.) 
150 cc of Pineapple Juice (unsweetened } pH adjusted to 5.0 with Ammonium Hydroxide 


850 cc Distilled Water 


Mix and heat, When good and warm, adjust the pH using Nitrazine paper to tell when the right point is 
reached. Pour into flasks, cap with rubber one hole stopper plugged with cotton, and heat in pressure 
cooker for 15 minutes at 15 pounds pressure. After the bottles have cooled and the agar is solid sterilize 
the seed to be planted. We use chlorine tablets, one regular tablet dissolved in an ounce of water. Shake 
well and allow the seed to rmain in the chlorine water for 15 minutes. Filter and wash seed into a small 
glass with distilled water. Now we plant with an eyedropper, picking up water and seed and squirting 
this into the flask after first removing the cotton plug in the cork wihch is then immediately replaced. 
In this method no seed is wasted as is the case many times when a patinum loop is used. Of course all 
utensils or containers used should be sterilized in boiling water and great care must be exercised to 
prevent mould from entering the flask at the same time the seed is introduced. 

You will also notice a number of self and sibling crosses on the listing. As time goes on you will 
probably see more. This type cross should, according to most of the geneticists, yield a wide variety 
of forms from flowers that are very similar to one of the parents of the selfed plant through every possible 
combination of the two plants to flowers that look like the opposite parent. Therefore we expect that a 
certain number of superior forms will appear having the best points of both parents as well as any 
recessive forms which might be present but previously suppressed these could be completely different 
than either parent. In addition, where triploids are selfed and some seed results, certain of the seedlings 
may prove to be tetraploids or even possible pentaploids. In any case worthwhile new typé stud plants 
could result giving new lines of breeding. 

In our self cross of Miltonia Lynnwood, which was a red-purple Rowels we have now bloomed well 
over a hundred plants and the color has ranged from light reddish-pink to deep glowing red. A number 
have been much superior to the plant which was selfed and then again a certain number inferior.

Should 
any person desire to have plants in osmunda rather than bark, we will be glad to pot 
them here upon receipt of the order and ship them as soon as they have become estab- 
lished in the osmunda.
